servation. The law as amended by 
the 1931 legislature gmakes it neces- 
sary for only* those actually taking 
or transporting minnow to obtain 
the license. 

There is now no exemption from 
the license because of age. Formerly 
the law did not require a license for 
anyone taking minnows for com- 
mercial purposes when they were 
under 18 years of age, or who used 
a dip net two feet or less in diameter. 
This examption is removed under the 
new law. 

Streams and lakes from which min- 
nows may—be—taken_for commercial 
purposea are designated by the Con- 
servation Commission, and the list 
js furnished with each license issued.
